queſt in the other World, the Caſe of the cha- 
ritable Man will be ſhort and eaſy, his Sins will 
all be cover'd and done away, by the Grace 


and Mercy of the Goſpel, and he will be al- 


lowed thereby to have ful filled the Lam, and to 


be a perfect Man, becauſe he has loved his 


Brother, 
Indeed, it 1s that Evangelical Grace which 


mitigates the Rigor, and tempers the Severity of 


the Law; "tis that, I ſay, and that alone which 
can juſtify a Sinner, and ſet him right in the Eye 


of 


= 
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of his Judge: The Law juſtifies no Man, be- 
cauſe no Man is Perfect ; no Man therefore, 
neither Gentile, nor Few, nor Chriſtian, can 
challenge any Thing of Right in the Day of 
Judgment ; no Sins will then be covered, and no 
Forgiveneſs granted, but by Grace ; no Pardon 
will be iſſued out, and no Salvation will be ob- 
tained, but by Grace: And hence alſo we may 
conclude, that Works of Mercy will turn to 
great Account, becauſe he who has procured and 
purchaſed this pardoning Grace for us, has 
promiſed, when he comes to Judgment, to diſ- 
penſe it more liberally, and in greater abun- 
dance, to merciful and charitable Men. 
I And the better to confirm our Belief hereof, 
it may be conſidered farther, that when our bleſ- 
ſed Lord ſhall come to take an Account of his 
Scrvants, to examine and try them upon the ſe- 
veral Heads of Duty, he will be more inclined 
to favour, and ſhew Mercy to thoſe who have 
paid Obedience to his own, his great and ſpe- 
cial Command. | 
You know with what great Concern and Ear- 
neſtneſs our Saviour did all along commend to 
his Diſciples, the loving and doing good Offices 
to each other, more eſpecially towards the Con- 
cluſion of his Life, as if he intended it ſhould 
be, not only his great and ſpecial, but his laſt 
and dying Command; and hence alſo we may 
conclude, that thoſe Men who have diſtin- 
Op 8 guiſhed 
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been known to be the very Diſciples of Chriſt, 
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guiſhed themſelves in this World, and have 


by following his Pattern, N well as paying Obe- 
dience to his Command; I ſay we may con- 
clude, that when they "(hall appear before the 
Judgment Seat of Chrif with ſuch diſtinguiſh- 
ing Marks and Tokens of dutiful and dear Chil. 
dren, they will receive the like diſtinguiſhing 
Marks and Tokens of Love and Favour. 
Indeed I cannot but think, that gracious Ap» 
pellation from the Mouth of. our great Judge, 
Come ye Bleſſed of my Father *, muſt import ſome 
ſpecial, ſome more than ordinary Kindneſs to- 
wards merciful Men ; there is an Emphaſis to 
be laid upon thoſe Words, Je Bleſſed, ye mer- 
ciful and charitable Men, do. ye inherit the King- 


dem prepared for you from the Foundation of the 


World. One would think indeed, that the 
Kingdom of Heaven was prepared on purpoſe for 
fack People, for the Exerciſe of their Charity, 
and the Completion of their Happineſs. 

The Apoſtle tells us, that when we come to 
Heaven, there will be an end of all other Vir- 
tues and Graces, Prophecy will fail, tongues will 
ceaſe, Knowledge will vaniſh away ', even Faith 
and Hope will be no more, the one will be loſt 
in Sight, the other in Enjoyment; ſo that Love 
and Charity will be our only Buſineſs, our ſole 
Employment; and ſo far as we know of our 
future Flaypin cla, it will very much conſiſt in 
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loving and being beloved, in mutual Offices of 
Kindneſs and Beneficence, and all the Endear- 
ments of pleaſing Converſation. 

And if the Caſe be fo, if Love is to be both 
our Buſineſs and our Happineſs in the other 
World, we may very well believe, that when 
we are upon our laſt Tryal, upon the Confines 
of Heaven, thoſe Virtues and Graces will turn to 
beſt Account, which do moſt eminently fit and 
qualify us for ſuch a State, to be Companions of 
bleſſed Angels, and pure Spirits, and to par- 
take with them of the Joys that are above. 

Under this Head I propoſed, and I think it 
not improper now to ſhew, That Unmercifulneſs, 
and want of Charity, will preſs hardeſt upon 
Men in the great Day of Accounts, and render 
them moſt unworthy of all Grace and Favour 
with their Judge. 
| Rich Men will then be made ſenſible, how- 

ever they came by their Eſtates, whether they 
were the Inheritances of their Forefathers, or 
their own Acquiſitions, that they came origi- 
nally from God, from his Bounty and Provi- 
3 and they will likewiſe ſee and be con- 
vinced, that they muſt account, as being Stew- 
ards, and not Proprietors of the Mammon of 
Unrighteouſneſs. 

To this Purpoſe, we have Two: nated Para- 
bles of our Saviour; the one of a certain Rich 

Man, who was ſuddenly called from this

There is no other Crime, no Extortion, Per- 
jury, or Oppreſſion, no Injuſtice, or Fraud, 
Cheating or Lying, imputed. to either of chem; 


nothing but the Neglect of Charity, that the 


one hoarded up his Riches for himſelf, and that 
the other laviſhed it away in fine Apparel, and 
ſumptuous Entertainments. 


Now it is plain, from both theſe Parabies 


that Sins of Omiſſion, and Negle&s of Duty, 
will be charged upon Men in the Day of Judg- 


ment; and that thoſe good Gifts of Provi— 
dence which we have either laviſhed away, in 
the Gratification of our Luſts, or ſordidly 


hoarded up for our ſelves, and for we koh 


not whom, muſt be then accounted for: And 


ſurely Rich Men will account, with the greateft 
Shame, and utmoſt Confuſion, when they ſliall 


be Sevi and made ſend ble that in their 
Stewardſhips they have been unfaithful to their

beſt and kindeſt Benefactor, ungrateful to their

Such Crimes as theſe, when laid open and 
naked to our Judge, and to all our fellow Crt 
minals, will ſadly inflame all our other Ac- 
counts, inhance and aggravate the Guilt of all 
our other Sins; they will not be only as a Bar 
to all Grace and Mercy, but will be as a great 
Weight or Load upon us, to preſs us deeper in- 
to everlaſting Perdition and Deſtruction. For, 
as St. James lays, They ſhall have Judgment 3 


out Mercy, who hade ſhewed no Mercy o. 


| have now ſpoken as much as the Time will 3: 


allow, though not ſo much as J intended, to 
the rand Hcads of my Diſcourſe, and hall on- 
ly add a few Words, by way of Application. 
And here I beg Leave to bring to your Re- 
membrance, that we ſhall every one of us, af⸗ 
ter we ſhall be dead and buried, ariſe again 


from our Graves, and having put on theſe Bo- 


dies, ſhall forthwith appear before the Judgment 
Seat of Chriſt, the {ame innocent or guilty Per- 
ſons we were at the Time of our Diſſolution, 
appear we ſhall upon our laſt Tryal, for Life or 
Death, everlaſting Life, or eternal Death. 

And can we think upon that folemn Das, 
that awful Tribunal, and that great judge, at 


whoſe coming, the very Earth and Heavens, 


and all the Foundations thereof, ſhall tremble 
and. 
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and melt away, and not be moved to conſider 
ſeriouſly, both what we are, and what manner 


of Perſons we ought to be. 


Let me go on to remind you, that our bleſ- 
{ed Lord, when he comes to judge this World, 
will make his firſt and chief Enquiry, whether 
we have paid a juſt and dutiful Obedience to 
his great and ſpecial Command ; whether we 


have fed the Hungry, clothed the Naked, and viſi- 


ted the Sick : And can any Man be indifferent 
an dunconcerned about theſe Things, any Man 
that has acquainted himſelf with the Proceed- 


ings of that Day, who knows that he is unqua- 


lified and unprepared to abide that Teſt, and 


knows withal, that Lite and Death depend up- 


onit? 


Suffer me once again to bring to your Re. 
membrance, that Grace and Mercy, which will 


triumph over Judgment, and be the Crown and 


Glory of that great Day, will be diſpenſed in 
the fulleſt Meaſure, and in the greateſt Abun- 
dance, to merciful ad charitable Men : Suffer 


me to imprint this Doctrine very deeply upon 


your Minds, as the beſt and ſureſt Foundation, 


the very Life and Soul of all Charitics. 


It was the Belief hereof, that did firſt in- 
ſpire our kind and noble Benefactors, that did 
:nfuſe into them ſuch great Thoughts, and 
brave Reſolutions, that did inflame their Souls 
with rang and. ardent Deſires of Fa 
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Or he ors 66 common Wants and Misfortunes 
of Mankind: Upon this Belief our ſeveral Hoſ- 


pitals were firſt erected; upon this they ſtand, 


25 upon a ſtrong Foundation; and IJ hope, and 


am perſuaded, that upon the ſame Belief they 


Vill ſtand, increaſe and flouriſh, till Time ſhall 


be no more. 
Here the Report was read. 


From this Report I am naturally led to com- 
mend the ſeveral Charities therein mentioned; 


to commend them all, as rational and well con- 


trived Inſtitutions, wiſely adapted to our com- 


mon Wants, Infirmities, and Neceſſities, and 


affording various Opportunities to good and 


charitable People, of laying out their Money 


to the beſt and trueſt Advantage. 


I am likewiſe led to commend theſe noble 
and moſt uſeful Foundations, as ſo many Monu- 


ments, both of the Wiſdom and Goodneſs of 


our pious Reformers. 


I am led moreover, and I am much inclined 
(if the Time would allow it) to commend theſe 


moſt excellent Charities, as they are the Glory 
and Honour, as well as the Joy and Happineſs 
of the preſent Age. 


We glory, and very juſtly too, in the Care 
and Vigilance; in the unwearied Induſtry, and 
moſt unblameable Conduct of our Noble and 
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Worthy Governors ; we do likewiſe glory in 
very excellent Phyſicians and Surgeons ; and 
we rejoice and are made truly glad, to ſee 
the happy, the very ſurprizing and moſt won- 
derful Succeſs ariſing annually from this Work, 
and Labour of Love. 

I have heard it often ſaid, and not altoge- 
ther without Reaſon, that the ill Execution, 
and great Abuſe of Charities, has cloſed many 
open Hands, and generous Hearts, checked and 


put a final ſtop to many great and noble De- 


ſigns; and probably it may have done fo in 
former Times, and diſtant Places: But this Ob- 
jection is altogether removed from this great 
City, and ought not to be named by any Per— 
ſon, that is in real Earneſt, and truly diſpoſed 


to Charity: Such a Man may have all moral 
Aſſurance, that his Benefaction ſhall be rightly 


and faithfully applied, which ever of theſe pub- 


lick Repoſitories ſhall have the Happineſs to re- 


ceive it. 

I own indeed, a good Man may yet be un- 
der ſome Difficulty to know which of theſe dif- 
ferent Foundations may be capable of the moſt 
and beſt Improvement, or which of theſe ſeve- 
ral Charities are of the moſt exccllent Kind ; 


becauſe every Hoſpital, and every Charity, has 


a great deal to ofter in its own Behalf ; and 
very probably upon the moſt ſtrict Examinati-

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on, they wow'd all put in their Claims of Pre- 
ference.

IVorld, to make them uſeful in their Genera- 
tion, and to bring them up in the Fear and Nur- 
ture of the Lord.

That appointed for Vagrants, and common 
Beggars, for the Correction and Amendment of 
profligate and ſturdy Sinners, that will likewiſe 
plead the great Benefit and Advantage of ſea- 
ſonable and wholeſome Severities; the Conve- 
nience, and abſolute Neceſſity of confining ſome 
Perſons ; for their own Sakes, as well as for the

That appointed for the Cure of Mad- 
neſs, will lay before you the many fad 
Calamities, and moſt deplorable Circum- 
ſtances of Men and Women overcome with 
Melancholy, or diſtracted with Phrenſy; and 
will the more juſtly intreat and implore 
your Help for ſuch Patients as are altogether 
incapable of intreating, or doing any Thing 
for themſelves. _ |
